Taut up to noon no firing was heard. 
This led the officers to believe that An- 
geles had been evacuated and the rebels 
Jb.ad scattered. 


A. forward movement was then or- 


dered, and the town was 'taken. 


Colonel Bell of the Thirty-Fifth In- 


fantry, and staff,-performed a daring 
«eat last night.. They entered Angeles 
and rode up and down the towns 
streets, firing revolvers and yelling like 
-cow-boys. The Filipinos fired upon the 
.little party several times, but the Amer- 
acans returned to their lines uninjured.

in a large sugar house. They put up a 
stubborn fight, and the lowas only 
captured the stronghold after the arm- 
ored car had poured- shell' after shell 
into the building.

oners at the sugar house and then 
swept oil north to the trenches. The 
Ninth Infantry had fuMy as -difficult 
traveling. The heat along the railroad 
tracks was intense, When' the troops 
had advanced six miles' the Twelfth in-

north, closing the gap. The regiment 
experienced some hard -firing during 
the advance. It had to travel through 
water knee deep and then across cane 
and rice fields which were flooded by 
the heavy rains.

American outposts, taking fifteen pris- 
oners. . 


After the fight art Bacoior several of 


the wounded Americans were placed In 
ambulances and started for San Fer- 
nando. Th» -insurgents sew them aid 
worked their way between the .Ameri- 
cans and the. wounded. The move was 
noticed, and the Eighteenth infantry, 
which had been held in reserve at San 
Fernando, was sent to the rescue. The

The Remarkable Season of the Century 


at Beloit—Many Important Events 
That Year—The One of Greatest 
Importance Was the Location of the 
College. 


.David Merrill,one of the early settlers 


in Rock county, writes from. Cherry Val- 
ley, 111,, to the Beloit Free Press, as fol- 
lows: 


1844: was the remarkable season of 


the century in Beloit. The only snow 
of the winter of '43 and '44 was on the 
24th of October, 1843, about three 
inches, and the 1st of Januarj, 1844, 
about an ioch, but it was more than 
made-up the next summer in rain. It 
began to rain the 10th of May, and 
rained nearly every day until the 25th 
of June. 
Often scud clouds would pass 


over, with the sun shining hot, and pour 
down a flood for two or three minutes. 
Marshes and streams got full and over 
flowing, roads were almost impassable, 
corduroy roads afloat, pitch holes in the 
Milwaukee woods deep enough ' to run 
into the wagon box. I was building the" 
oldest house on the west side of 
the 


river, the Charlie Hansen house. Moved 
into it in July. ' The wettest 
sum- 


mer in the history of 
Beloit 
was 


followed by the 
dryest one, with no 


rain from June 25 to Nov. 7, except 
shower in September just to lay the 
dust. Rock River at the lower fore 
just above the railroad bridge was only 
5 or 6 rods wideband not more than hal 
leg deep, and Turtle Creek was entirely 
dry by October. 
But that is not for 


which it1 was a notable year. The great 
Mississippi steamboat came up the first 
of July and set the .people along the 
valley crazy for slack .water • naviga- 
tion. Meetings were held and plans dis 
cussed but railroads began to point this 
way and soon knocked the bottom of 
the navigation scheme. -

During an outbreak of the 
same disease at Kuracbee, in India in 
1846, 
it was particularly rebarked that 


the vultures, kites and other birds of 
prey, which are very numerous in. *kat 
part of the world, entirely disappeared, 
almost simultaneously with the begin- 
ning o£ the outbreak, returning grad- 
ually after the first few days, when the 
virulence of the disease began, to abate. 
Tihe belief .is almost universal among 
the natives of many parts of India ttoiat 
kites always desert a place attacked by 
cholera, and the return of these birda 
is1 regarded as an infallible aign that 
the attack has begun to pass off.

reported again that at Mauritius, when 
the cholsra appeared at Port Louis, the 
martins all disappeared, and remained 
away as long as the epidemic contin- 
uerl. The reason for Uhis action on the' 
part of the birds is not known. Possi- j 
bly the peculiar state 'of the atmos- 
phere which is favorable to the devel- 
opment of cholera, or the emanations 
from the ground which some say are 
the originating, cause of an outbreak, 
are for some reason disagreeable to the 
birds, which, therefore, fly away to 
' avoid it.

Mauna Loa has two craters, In which 


^activity Is manifested more or. less 
-continuously. On the lower slope is 
Kilauea at an elevation of 3,971 feet. 
"This crater is as well known as It is 
;posslble to make a scenic attraction 
-which may be .reached by stage or 
••even by wheel. It has Its years of In- 
activity, when there Is little .to be seen 
but a hot and yawning pit, but In gen- 
eral Kilauea keeps a warm corner of 


• its lava lake open for Inspection. 


This crater has only recently renew- 


-ed its' activity after several years of 
rest. 
During that period the crater 


-was by no means cold and silent 


A few. mouths ago the pit filled once 


:anore -with Java, and the lakes and 
.mountains -of .fire have shown fresh ac- 
-tfvity. 


The summit crater of Mauna Loa 
'las a different habit. It' is only at 
•Tare intervals that the fires are manl- 
iest and then only for brief-and uncer- 
tain duration. It is a hard climb to 
;ihe 'craters. There' are , difficulties In 
the way to overcome : which restrain 
.many who would like to scale the 
Jieight. There is mountain sickness, 
there is the necessity to carry all pro- 
visions for the Journey and to Bus- 
tain the shock of passing from tropical 
ieat to glacial cold. All these diffl- 
-culties have combined to make the 
•summit crater of Mauna Loa a '.spot 
rarely visited by men. 


The crater Is a hole In the ground 


.nearly ten miles ajound, not quite two 
'.miles In breadth and a little less than 
-four miles In length. . When the crater 
:is active, the crust of the lava floor 
melts irregularly, and lakes of- fire ap- 
pear, from which cracks radiate in 
every direction. In the fire lakes fire 
fountains are Intermittently at play. 
Some have been measured by the offi- 
cers of the Hawaiian survey and have 
been found to spout 200 feet Into tie 
•air. 


The great Mauna Loa flows are easi- 


ly to be traced along the bare moun- 
tain side from any place which wiit 
•afford an extended view. The flow of 
2859 Is one of the very few which, 
have been emitted from the western' 
side of the mountain. It is about GO 
miles long and took eight days to 
•reach the sea.' It flowed .for seven 
months. 


The two fiows of 1SGS and 1887 are 


close together at•tho southern point 
of the island, one coming from a vent 
ten miles inland, the other from one 
20 miles inland. The former had the 
speed of ten miles In two hours, which 
seems to be the record. The largest 
and most menacing flows have broken 
out very close together and have fol- 
'*owed almost the same course.

Beloit Free Press—John Barrett, min- 


ister to Siam under the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, is delivering addresses to 
the merchants of some' of our large 
cities on the subject, of opportunities in 
the far East, having visited the Philip- 
pines during the past year, where he 
made special investigations. 
Mr. Bar- 


rett favors the retention of the Philip 
pines because he believes it is the only 
course open to us, and also because he 
is of the opinion that the possession o 
these islands will be a material aclvan 
tage commercially. He is especially 
communicative concerning the effect o 
the so-called ariti -imperialistic utter 
•ances in this' country. It seems tha 
they are reported with the most remark 
able promptitude in the Philippines. Mi- 
Barrett snid in n speech at Boston this 
week that Senator Hoar's speech in 
the senate against the treaty 
with 


Spain was telegraphed in full to Manila 
He was in Hong Kong at the time, and 
relates how he received the news as fol- 
lows : 


"Meeting a prominent man connected 


with the Philippine junta, I was shown 
by him with great satisfaction a long 
telegram which he had just receivec 
from Washington. 
He handed it to m 


to read. . It contained a'verbatum repor 
of the most sensational 'or stronges 
parts ol the senator's speech; that 
followed by a summary of his other re 
marks, and that irj turn by a statemen 
of the names and number of the sena 
tors who were expected to oppose th 
treaty, and finally concluding with ad- 
vice to the Filipinos to hold out ,'with 
put surrender or yielding to the Ameri- 
cans! This was so extensive and so we] 
.done in its way that it almost stunne 
me. 


"When I recovered, from my surpris 


.1 asked the owner of the dispatch wha 
he intended to do with it. "Send it t 
Aguinaldo, of course, and he will hav 
copies of it distributed throughout hi 
army arid among the people," he replied 
I 
need 
only 
add that he sue 


.ceeded in doing this, althoughpersonall 
I did my best, as did others, to proven 
such encouragement reaching the Fil 
' pino forces. 
Gentlemen, you can draw 


your own conclusions as to the effects o 
such literature among a people excite 
as the Filipinos. 
It was like water fo 


the parched mouth of a man dying wit 
thirst. It did not merely quench th 
thirst and keep him cool, but made him 
a maniac, so that he resorted to fightin 
and even to treachery until death. 


"Not only in Hong Kong, but along' 


. the route home, at Singapore, Colombo, 
'Aden and finally and particularly in 
Paris and London, I found everywhere 
an extravagant idea as to the develop- 
ment in our country of the sentiment 
opposed to supporting our government 
and our army and our navy in our 
Philippine campaign." 


Mr. Barret gives one of the potent 


causes for the continuation of the war 
in the Philippines in this incident. It 
is evident that Aguinaldo depends ott 
such newa as the anti-imperialists are 
able to supply to keep up the courage 
of his army. Our soldiers are compelled 
to go on fighting largely because this 
element in the United States persists in 
lending its moral assistance to the insur- 
gents.

Cellar, Refrigerator, Etc. 


The cellar, well drained and aired, 


must be kept free from rubbish, and 
especially from decaying vegetables and 
other foods. Frequent cleaning out the 
corners and sweeping the walla are es-' 
sential. All kinds of food, including 
vegetables, should be kept from the 
light. Jellies and canned fruits ought 
to be stored in dark cupboards. Win- 
dows enough to air the cellar and 
screens for all of them are essential. If 
the sashes are opened at snnset and ie 
main so until the next day's heat, then 
closed to keep in the fresh air, it will 
be much cooler than if open all day. 
But to remain closed continually'is to 
breed foulness and disease. Lime scat- 
tered .in the corners will conduce to 
keep the cellar free from mold. A damp 
basement is a disorder breeding spot. 


The refrigerator is too often a pest 


and a menace. Few domestics or their 
mistresses realize the importance of its 
utter cleanliness. From observation the 
writer is certain that four out of five 
refrigerators are extremely unwhole- 
some. Ice nnrinaed is covered with half 
fetid woolen clothe, the zinc iuclosnre 
is superficially cleansed, and in it are 
set rank smelling'foods while yet warm, 
to contaminate milk, butter and other 
comestibles. Every second morning at 
least all food sbotild be taken out and 
the entire refrigerator, with its slides 
and drain pipe, scalded with strong hot 
soda water. When this is quickly fol- 
lowje.d by a rinsing of co_ld water, the 
packingViH not b'e sufficiently warmed 
to melt the ice. Milk and butter should 
be set upon the bottom of the refriger- 
ator, and nothing in the way of eata- 
bles'should be placed ini the receptacle 
devoted to the ice. If the latter be in- 
closed in paper outside of the woolen 
fabric (which needs a serniweekly scald- 
ing,), it will melt more slowly than oth- 
erwise. A glass jar of drinking water 
may ba kept in the ice chamber, to be 
used in place of a small glacier in the 
pitcher. 


In the kitchen (the boiler that fur- 


nishes steam for the household) cleanli- 
ness, cleanliness and still cleanliness is 
the watchword, above all times in mid 
summer. -Every closet, corner, recepta- 
cle, sink, dish and cloth ought to be 
kept immaculate. Constant must be the 
warfare against dost, debris, dirt and 
insects. In these days everything is 
alive, and much of that life, spite of

Outing find Combine* Hoc- 


rcntlon aiid Study.

One of the many activities of Miss 


Jane Acldams of Hull House, Chicago, 
in behalf of •n-oia.inklucl and humanity 
in general is a summer scliool for girls 
at Rockford, Ills. Through the courtesy 
of the trustees of Rockforcl college the 
chapel and dormitories of that institu- 
tion are used free of .charge, auc! here 
are gathered something!'more•than 100 
happy girls—mostly. -Chicago girls— 
who work in one way or another and 
are all the more appreciative of the ad- 
vantages of the school during the out- 
ing season. 


Not for one minute is it to be imag- 


ined this school, like the thousand and 
one summer schools over the country, 
is not for intellectual labor. 
It is 


unique, on the other hand, in thai 
it combines a small amount of mental 
exercise, mostly along the lines of-in 
formal nature study, with a maximum 
of outdoor recreation. 


At the same time the two requisites 


of a really ideal outing—pleasure' and 
profit—ore so interwoven that it is de 
lightfully difficult to discover where 
the play ends and the study begins. It 
is a happy medium, what is more, be 
tween the intense intellectuality of the 
summer student and the '-'unalloyed 
laziness" of the summer resorter. 


Not only does it combine pleasure 


and improvement, but adds the comfort 
ing fact that the cost of the outing i 
merely nominal, that the free instruc- 
tion, on. a little of everything under th 
shining summer sun is by as clever, r 
lot of college girls as could be found 
"the country over. 
.. . The social part of Miss Addams' sum- 
mer school also flourishes. About every 
•other day some special scheme Is suc- 
cessfully carried out. One day it is a 
* 'white ball" in the gymnasium, when 
every one on the floor is required to 
dress in a white costume, and another 
day it is a picnic up the river, where 
the coffee is made over a canipnre. 
Once in awhile the small steamer is 
•chartered for a trip up the river or a 
trolley car is secured for a trip through 
the town. /These summer pleasures 
•are Interspersed with hay rides, bicy- 
cle spins and whatever entereth' into 
the head of the summer girl. 
. ' . . ' . 


Not the least interesting of this sum- 


mer scheme is'the partly co-operative 
housekeeping. As .the summer school 
is in no sense charitable, each one pays 
-either $3 or ?3.50 a week for board 
and a room in the dormitory. The ones 


made over three thousand calls in 5 
person and by card during one El- 
winter season in Washington. She = 
•was utterly exhausted in the spring 3 
and kept her bed almost all summer EJ

The cooking is (lone by a set of serv- 


ants, but each member of the summer 
school is expected to attend to her own- 
room. 
The ones who pay the nddi- 


'tional 50 cents are exempt only from 
-the one hour's work. There is one part 
-of the work, however, each girl is re- 
•quired to do. That .is. to wait on the 
viable three days. As eight sit at each 
'table, two wait on each table. 


This housekeeping scheme seems all 


the more attractive when it is under- 
stood that not only are all the bills—in- 
•cluding food, gas, laundry and servants 
—paid out of these small weekly sums, 
but usually has a surplus. Last season, 
for instance, there was $245 loft in thn 
exchequer, which was used to buy a 
new set "of library furniture for the 
college. 


Miss_ Acldaxns' idea in starting the 


school was to have a pleasant place 
where the Hull House winter classes 


•. «ould pursue their studies. 


The sojourners at the summer school, 


therefore, are for the most -part people 
who take advantage of social settle- 
ment courses of study. Though many 
«re breadwinners, including shop girls 
and school teachers, a considerable 
•part are social settlement residents or 
.persons who are particularly interested 
:lu its aims. 


As Rockford college is the first insti- 


tution thus to open its doors it deserves 
:great credit, particularly as it is not 
'heavily endowed and might consistent- 
ly guard its buildings from unneces- 
sary use. Some other colleges conduct 
summer schools, but it is either for pe 
cuniary'profit or to further the inter- 
ests of their particular set of students 
So it may be said that Rockford col- 
lege stands unique in having taken the 


. initiative in making, possible such a 


pleasant and instructive vacation foi 
those not connected with it.
